tor of the Federal Works Agency, 
who declared he had seen “noth- 
ing which surpasses this hospital 


Profound satisfaction was ex- 
pressed by Dr. John W. Odum, su- 
perintendent, who said his 7,500 
charges now were assured proper 
quarters. 

Tribute to Roosevelt. 

The occasion brought from ev- 

ery speaker praise, Governor

ernor in his turn declared Presi- 
dent Roosevelt personally respon- 
sible. ‘ 

A pledge to co-operate with the 
incoming Talmadge administra- 
tion was given by the Governor 
amid applause.

U. S. Should Quit Kid- 
ding Self and Help, 
He Says. : 


“Tt’s time for us. to quit kidding 
ourselves. We are in the war and. 
we might as well get in it with | 
all we’ve got,” Rear Admiral Har- 
ry E. Yarnell, retired, said here 
last night. 

“Unless we act now, while we 
still have a chance to act, we may 
well find ourselves, in 1946, with 
a magnificent Navy that is. still 
far smaller, relatively than the 
navies of the countries aligned’ 
against us,” -hhe said. 

To prevent that happening there | 
are several things we must do, | 
Admiral Yarnell, who lectured at| 
East Point last night and who will 
speak at Emory tonight, declared 
in an interview. 

U. 8S. Goods in U. 8S. Ships. 

“We first should repeal the em- 
bargo act and start sending every 
thing in the way of materials that 
England needs to her in American 
ships. We ought to back~these car- 
go ships with warships, and blast 
anything out of the water that 
tries to stop them. We ought to 
send her fighting planes, manned 
by American pilots, and let them 
fight wherever they are needed. 

“In the Pacific, we should do 
the same for China—send her ev- 
erything she needs and immedi- 
ately stop sending anything to Ja- 
pan that she can use as a war 
material: A signatory of the nine- 
power treaty guaranteeing non- 
aggression against China, she has 
broken that treaty, and we, an- 
other signatory are helping her 
with materials. It doesn’t make 
sense.” 

We Are in It Now. 

“We are in it and we might as 
well admit it. We can’t withdraw 
into a water-tight compartment 
and expect to survive. There’s go- 
ing to be no peace in the world 
for us as long as the totalitarian 
states exist. 

“Our Navy is strong enough 
now to make ‘itself powerfully 
felt. There’s no use waiting until 
it is bigger and stronger. By that 
time every friend we've got will 
be defeated and we’ii be reiatively 
worse off than we are now.”

Says Attacks on British 
Shipping Worse Than 
Bombings.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The most 
| serious menace facing Britain to- 
| day, even more so than the bomb- 
‘ing of British cities, is the system- 
atic attack on British supply con- 
| voys by German submarines and 
_ bombers. 
|. As the submarine menace con- 
| tinues to increase in tempo, more 
_and more supplies will fail to get 
| across the ocean, threatening the 
| Success of our policy in giving 
| Britain “all aid short of war.” 
An eventual British defeat, many 
believe, can be averted only by 
American action. 

This school of thought holds 
| that America should go to 
| Britain’s relief, at once. It is 
|urged in these quarters that we 
‘transfer to Britain the 100 over- 
|age destroyers still reserved -for 
|our own. use, put our own mer- 
‘chant marine into service carry- 
ing supplies to Britain — which 
would necessitate the repeal of our 
neutrality laws—dand escort our 
own merchant ships with United 
States warships. This course would 
‘entail notifying Germany that we 
|insist upon freedom of the seas 
and are ready to ship to any coun- 
‘try supplies in our own ships. 

As desperate as may be Britain’s 
need, such a course by this coun- 
try would be a very grave step. 
Many believe that such action by 
America would plunge this coun- 
try into the war immediately. 

If we put our own merchant 
fleet into Atlantic service to 
Britain, escorted by American 
warships, these convoys probably 
would be: attacked by Germany. 
From the German viewpoint, her 
U-boats would have every right to 
stop war supplies from reaching 
her enemy. 

If this occurred, our warships 
would, of course, defend them- 
selves. It has been suggested that 
even in this event this country 
would have no need to declare 
war on Germany as we merely 
would be resisting attack.

Supreme Court Refuses 
To Enjoin Investment 
’ Firm, However. 


The Georgia supreme court yes- 
terday refused to enjoin the Ball 
Investment Company, of Atlanta, 
from charging alleged usurious in- 
terest rates on loans, but in an- 
other decision written by Chief 
Justice Reid the court upheld the 
right of the Atlanta Bar Associa- 
tion to carry on an “alleged cam- 
paign against usurious money 
lenders,” and added the associa- 
tion should be “commended rather 
than condemned.” 

In denying an injunction against 
the Atlanta firm, the court pointed 
out that the case was instituted 
by the attorney general but not 
at the direction of the Governor. 


Solicitor General John Boykin, 
of Fulton county, originally filed 
the action against the Ball Com- 
pany. The injunction was denied 
by Fulton superior court and the 
state then intervened on the side 
of Boykin. 

The high tribunal made it clear 
it was not deciding on the ques- 
tion of whether the petition could 
have been legally brought by the 
attorney general by express direc- 
tion of the Governor.

Attorneys Claim Jury 
Didn’t See All the 
Evidence. 


Motion to arrest the judgment of 
the federal trial jury that found 
J. G. (Bugs) Glover guilty of a 
20-count indictment charging use 
of the mails to defraud was filed 
in United States district court yes- 
terday by Glover’s lawyers. 

Glover was convicted on charges 
that he built three state-financed 
houses on land he owned while 
serving as chief of state prison 
forces. 

The jury reached its verdict 25 
minutes after it was locked up, 
proof, according to the motion, 
that it “did not consider the doc- 
umentary evidence in making a 
true and lawful verdict.” 

The motion stated there were 
1,805 pages of typewritten evi- 
dence in the case and 95 written 
documents and exhibits intro- 
duced, of which few were read 
and exhibited to the jury. 

Glover’s attorneys also filed a 
motion for a new trial on the 
grounds the government ‘failed to 
prove his actions were contrary 
to the rule, custom and practice 
of the Highway Board, as alleged 
in the indictment, and that the 
prosecution’s case was dependent 
on circumstantial evidence which 
was not sufficient to be consistent 
with the hypothesis of guilt. 

The trial, which consumed more 
than four weeks, was concluded 
last Tuesday. Federal Judge E. 
Marvin Underwood set December 
21 as the date for the hearings on 
both motions.

Migratory Workers 

Few social problems of the day are crying 
louder for solution than that of the migratory 
- workers in the southeast. Unless something is 
done,.and done quickly, to improve conditions 
among this class, the results of their present 
mode of life may cost the entire area highly, 
in health, safety and life. 

Representatives of five southeastern states, 
including Georgia, will meet in Atlanta on De- 
cember 17 and 18 to discuss the problem of 
the migratory workers. It is to be hoped a 
workable solution may be found at that time, 
but it cannot be gainsaid that it is a most 
difficult and perplexing issue. 

For a number of years there has been a 
class of workers which follows the crop season 
northward, from the southernmost tip of Flori- 
da to Maine, along the Atlantic coast. They live 
in horrifyingly unsanitary conditions, in road- 
side camps, in shacks, in cars. Immorality and 
disease are rife among them and the failure of 
a single crop brings the majority of them face 
to face with actual starvation. Entire families 
cling together, children growing up in sur- 
roundings which could hardly be worse. 

Because they have no settled home, these 
wretched people are unable to participate in 
state and federal security benefits. They are 
the victims of numerous labor racketeers and 
are repeatedly victimized by the unscrupulous. 

The problem has, of recent months, been 
aggravated by another type of migratory work- 
er, those attracted by the hope of employment 


_. on defense projects. 


It will require, undoubtedly, new state and 
federal legislation to properly cure this social 
sore. However, some temporary aid must be 
devised pending passage of such legislation. 
Until a constructive method of dealing with 
them is found, the states of the southeast are 
face to face with an “Okie” problem at least

Finance for Britain 

George P. Auld, former accountant-general 
of the Interallied Reparation Commission, in- 
an article appearing in the New York Herald 
Tribune of Wednesday, outlines a method by 
which British purchases of war materials could 
be financed in this country without, he states, 
vidlating either the Johnson act or the heu- 
trality act. 

Briefly, Mr. Auld proposes that payment-of 
American munitions be made by the British 
treasury délivering to the Américan manufac- 
turers sterling bank balances. These balances 
would be invested in the securities of British 
industry and the United States treasury would 
grant to these manufacturers equivalent dol- 
jar advances, on which the sterling bank bal- 
ances and investments would serve as col- 
lateral. 

Since néither the Johnson act nor the neu- 
trality act prohibit the acquisition of foreign 
commercial Obligations, it would seem that the 
method proposed would not conflict with éither 
of these laws. And it would cértainly be far 
better, as Mr. Auld states, to arrange some 
system such as this, than to plunge the country 
in the protracted and acrimonious debate 
which would surely follow any attempt to re- 
peal, say, the Johnson act. 

Mr. Auld points out that experience after 
the first World War shows that I. O. U.’s from 
a nation’s taxpayers, such as the promissory 
notes given by Britain in 1917-18, are uncol- 
lectable. The creation of a long-term system 
of large intergovernmental obligations, he 
states, is a breeder of discord and in every 
way a colossal blunder. Such war debts as 
those which followed the last war are political- 
ly unmanageable and are, as a matter of fact, 
merely wrapped-up bundles of passions and 
prejudices, deceptively marked with a dollar 
sign. 

Mr. Auld’s suggestion is worthy of most 
careful consideration. It appears to provide 
a solution for a perplexing problem but one 


which must, as he says, be solved if freedom 


“is to survive. England is far from the end of 
her financial rope. Her resources are still 
great, but she is critically short of dollar ex- 
change with which to purchase in this country. 
All that is required is a plan, such as Mr. 
Auld’s, by which those resources may be used 
as backigg for the needed dollar counters.

Dealers, it is said Knudsen is “just a production expert,” “cannot 
delegate or organize,” “hates paperwork and is unhappy away from 
a factory assémbly line” and is “no administrator.” 

This is obviously significant. Hope is now just faintly dawning 
for a much-needed shake-up of the defense effort. Because of his 
standing in the country, Knudsen will have to be accorded a high 
position if the shake-up comes. Formerly he gave signs of un- 
willingness to accept the big job of organizer of défense, but he now 
seems to have changed. his mind., Indeed, there is a report; not 
confirmed but from excellent soureés, that he wrote the President 
a letter to this effect after the eléction. 

‘Despite the emphasis on Knudsen’s limitations, the picturé cur- 
rently ‘painted of him is a kindly picture, of a big, forthright man 
with. real genius for the problems in which he has been trained. 
Yét it is not a picture calculated to improve his chances of being 
chosen for the big job someoné must undertake. Thus it is im- 
portant to know whether thé picture has any foundation in fact, 
and if so, what the foundation may bé. 


SOME ARE NEEDLING Some of those now muttéring about 


; ‘ Knudsén’s weaknesses aré undoubt- 
edly needling him for personal or political reasons. Others, how- 
ever, are quite honestly disturbed by what appear on the surface 
to be sérious errors of omission on his part. His managemént of the 
air productidn program will serve as an illustration.

THE FLESHPOTS — Governor-elect Eugene Talmadge has given 
some hint as to his course whén, in Jan- 
uary, he is inaugurated as Governor of the state. 

He had the boys measuring the length of passenger cars by 
saying he would make it necessary to run special trains out of 
Atlanta to carry away those dismissed from state jobs. I do not 
know if the boys measured day coaches or Pullmans. At any rate, 
they estimated some six trains. would be necessary. This ought to 
be good for the railroad business, but it will cause great woe and 
an increase in the ranks of the unemployéd. Unless, of course, the 
draft makes for more jobs. 

The Governor-elect, in characteristic manner, says that too many 
pérsons havé come to loék upon staté jobs as sinecures and as -’ 
8 aa actaadl which théy come to regard as théir personal right for 
ife. 

He plans to make government jobs unattractive by reducing the 
rémunération, by Gémanding more work, and by taking away what 
he describes as thé “fleshpot” atmosphéré of a government job. 

This immédiately brings to mind the question as to whether or 
not hé can get good men to fill state jobs if the pay is cut and 
thé work increaséd. 

Mr. Talmadge’s answer is that he will get persons in the chief 
positions’ who are interestéd in service to the state and who are 
willing to sérve at a sacrifice. 

This, of course, was the Jeffersonian ideal. 

Whether or not a government job may be described as a “flesh- 
pot” is debatable. But there is a fééling that government gen- 
erally, not merely that of Georgia, could do with fewer bureaus and 
with fewér employes. 

The néxt Governor’s plan will be painful to some, interesting 


to all.

_ The general idea is that Old Hickory willy-nilly fired all those 

in office. As a matter of fact, he did not. He fired many gov- 

ernment employes, but all he fired deserved it. He found many 

padded pay rolls, many who had not been to the office they held, 

and many who were drawing money from two pay rolls. Hé kieked 

all this gang out, and they richly deserved it. 

Others he retained. Many of them had opposed him. He valiant- 
ly stood up for some of these. Old Hickory by no means ordered a 
general housé cleaning merely because his party had come to power. 
What he did was to kick out the crooks. 

I am not quite sure, but I think I believe in the general theory 
of “‘vae victis’ (woe to the vanquished) in politics. But I do 
think the men who have done a good job and who are not on posi- 
tions of political importance, ought to be retained. If their jobs 
aré non-political and they are skilled in them and have good records, 
they at least ought to have a fair chance. 

Prison farms, for instance, certainly ought to be run by men 
who have graduated in agriculture and who are trained in man- 
aging farms. Thére is no reason why such a man should be fired 
when a new administration comes in, providing he has done his 
job and stayed out of politics. The samé would apply to managers 
of shops and of prisons themselves if we ever attain the happy 
state of having our prisons in charge of men trained in that work. 
ny if they are permited to keep out of politics. And are willing 
o do so. 

Other jobs which are political plums and which are of, by and 
for politics, ought to be filled by new appointees loyal to the man 
whose cause théy supported and to whom they will be loyal. 


THE MAYOR’S COURSE Mayor-elect LeCraw has given 

some indi¢gation he intends to 
follow this course and, for that matter, to follow the course of 
Governor-elect Talmadge. 

He has indicated he will resist pressure from some of the more 
blood-thirsty councilmen, and will retain Chief Hornsby and prob- 
ably a few others who have done their jobs well and who con- 
tribute to government and not politics. Whether he will be able 
to do this throughout his administration remains to be seen. Hell 
knows no thirst for revenge like that of a once-defeated council- 
man who has been returned to office. 

Those coming back to office, and those re-elected after having 
been out for some years, will find government presenting difficult 
problems. Those with former experience will find new ones. 

The public always has wanted many benefits from government 
—at little expense, Today they have new ones. They cost money. 
They will not wish to give up these new and constructive benefits. 

A great administrator no doubt can, now these services are more 
stabilized, reduce the expenses. Such an executive can assure him- 
self of long positions of public trust and confidence. 

This is why Atlanta and Geergia will be more interesting than 
any other city or state in the south for the next few years. A 
mayor and a governor have promised to reduce the cost of gov- 
ernment without curtailing any of the essentials of government. 

It will be quite exciting—and provocative. I can foresee many 
flares of temper, emotion and brawls on the floors of the legislature 
and council.

LONDON, Dec. 6. — (UP) — A 
shakeup in the British navy’s high 
command to cope with Germany’s 
destruction of Britisn shipping 
was believed imminent tonight 
after a fierce sea battle off Brazil 
between the merchart cruiser 
Carnarvon Castle and a disguised 
Nazi sea raidér. 

The 20,122-ton Carnarvon Cas- 
tle routed the German raider, 
disguised as a mechantman, and 
sent it fleeing northward “at high 
speed” in the battle apparently 
fought within the American neu- 
trality zone in the south Atlantic 
yesterday, the admiralty said. 

Some damage and casualties 
aboard the Carnarvon Castle, once 
called “the most luxurious motor- 
ship in tHe world,” were reported 
by the admiralty after the long- 
range battle waged about 700 
miles northeast of Montevideo, 
Uruguay. 

Indications that a large number 
of men may have been killed and 
wounded aboard the British aux- 
iliary cruiser were seen in a Mon- 
tevideo dispatch saying that the 
British hospital there was prepar- 
ing to care for the casualties when 
the ship docks tomorrow. 

The south Atlantic sea battle 
coincided with mounting indica- 
tions and demands that the naval 
high command be shaken up to 
put “new vigor” into’ Britain’s 
campaign against U-boats and 
other commerce raiders. 

Parliament and the press are 
demanding more energetic counter 
measures and newspapers today 
forecast a shakeup which will re- 
place Sir Dudley Pound, as first 
sea lord. A younger man probably 
will be given the post.
